® PANAMA  PACIFIC  RARITIES 

In  1915,  when  the  dies  were  being  pre- 
pared for  the  Panama  Pacific  half  dollar, 
several  trial  pieces  were  struck  in  different 
metals,  even  before  the  S mint  mark  was 
placed  on  the  dies.  A number  were  struck 
in  copper,  a few  in  silver  and  two  were 
struck  in  gold. 

Back  in  1944  one  of  the  gold  specimens 
was  listed  in  the  auction  sale  of  the  Fred 
Olsen  Collection  of  Patterns  and  Trial  Pieces 
and  was  sold  for  $4250.00  into  the  Royal 
Collection  of  His  Majesty,  King  Farouk  I of 

Egypt- 

Now  the  second  of  the  2 gold  specimens 
becomes  available.  From  the  cabinet  of  one 
of  America's  leading  numismatists,  Mr. 
Adolph  Friedman  of  New  York,  we  have 
obtained  this  extremely  rare  gold  half  dol- 
lar of  the  Panama  Pacific  issue  of  1915. 
The  rare  silver  half-dollar  without  the  mint 
mark  and  the  scarce  copper  piece  make  up 
a set  of  3 which  only  the  Royal  Collection 
can  match.
